Mr. ShulT said I should have b<'en born In 
Kentucky.

Isdlss and gabtlemen, I think 
you haee haea very wise In your selection for 
the tobeeeo fair In your city of MaysvlUe, from 
the fact that Mason County was the fiiat conaty 
in tbe Stete of Kentneky that pndiMed bartey 
tobaeao. Since then the prodnclton of that par- 
ttctilar variety of tobacco baa increased In every 
portion of the Stete, and not long since I noticed 
In the stotisttc* from Washington City that Keu- 
tuckv had probably produced more tobacra than 
any other four or live i^tales In tbe union, and 
the principal part ol that Is hurley tobacco 
which originated or which was llrst produced 
here in your own county. 

Uentlemeu. I have had the pleasure several 
times of fieliig in your beaiitllul little city. 1 
met a gentleman, Ck>i. Baldwin, whom you all 
know well aud favorably, several times in 
Krankl'Tt, and he was always telling me about 
tbe connty of Mason. "Why," he said, "Owen, 
when a farmer In Maaon County wishes to make 
a sale of bis farm be only has to go across the dl- 
vtoion fence and bU neighbor can furnish him 
tbe cash to pay for bU laud. " Ii waa not so in the 
county where 1 wu raised.

Yon have had away good speeches 
made here to-day, aad I have enjoyed tbto fair 
very asnoh and your fine tobaceo here and you 
have been moat kind aad conrtaons to tbe Lools- 
vllfo delegatioa, and I want to extend thanks on 
tbe part of that delegation (or yonr kindnem to 
US. I also want to say to yon that we have been 
favorably Impretsed with Maaon Oonnty and 
with your beautiful city, end with your floe 
corn, your fine wheat, year fine rye and excel- 
lent tobacco, and last, but not least, with tbe 
prettiest women Ood ever created. 

Mr. Hhiiflf iDtroihiced Preeident Oibbs, 
of the Business Men's Olob of Cincin- 
nati, aa beinit • laeB who bed tbe prog- 
ress of the valley at heart. He said : 

Mr, ShufT did this, ladles and gentlemen, 
agalUNt my wishes. However, I am up and have 
but one word to say. I wpuUi ilnit 1 had the elo- 
quence of K (-'icero to make that word ring true 
and sink deep into your hearts, to say to you 
that we people of ClucinDati, while KcparHt^'d 
only by the river, feel that we are iinre than 
neighbors to you. As we Journeyed to your l ity 
this morning on the train and by tbe bank uf 
the river my thoughta went back to a little point 
of history about a century or more ago, and I re- 
membered that the first settlers In Cincinnati 
came from MaysvlUe. You were started, I be- 
lli ve. a few years before Cincinnati, perhaps 
four or five, and at that time bad enongb citl. 
s tna to put forty men on a fiat boat and fioav 
them down the river w Ohto and they made a 
setilement at what wa* known as Blaekman's 
Cove, a point now at tbe foot of lyeamora street 
in Ciuolanatl. That to the reason why It to very 
fitUng thaiOnelaaaa should ooaseheek later, at 
least oaoe a year, ta the lap of Ite mothoi and 
give to her the proper rsapeet. 

Preeident Oibbs wu iollowed by Viee 
Praaident Atkins of tbe Boaiaesg Men's 
Olab, who spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman, yonr reoepUon haa beea so cor- 
dial, yonr weloome haa beea so enthusiastic, 
and your soil haa hesa so deep that we will 
either have to isava onr hooto here or take home 
the whoto glato of Keataeky frtth iw.

It 
became so depressing U) bis neighbors that tbey 
got him under the tnlluence of absinthe, put 
him lu a coffin aud carried him to tbe catacomb* 
of J^arls, and there awaited developmenta. After 
several houn he lifted the coftln lid aa he came 
to. He ralssd np and said, "The resurrection 
mom haa ooaM t I am the first man np, and 
Ma*on]5aMSrS slUl ahead I"

Hamilton, O.. Feb. 26. — Alfred 
Knapp. the Indianapolis man in lall 
bare, who confeased to the murder ol 
Dis third wif^ made a full eonfeaalon 

cf five murders Among them Is that 
of Ida Qebbard, the Weat IndtaoapoUs 
girl who was found bordered BBd out- 
raged in a stable July 3, 1895. 

Knapp's confeaslon, which was 
sworn to before Mayor Bosob, le aa 
follows: "On January 21, 1894, 1 MWed 
Emma Littleman in a lumber yard in 
Oeat atreet, Clnolnnatl. On Augoet 1. 
1894. I killed May Eckert on Walnut 
street, opposite the Y. M. C. A., In 
Cincinnati. On August 7. 1894, I killed 
my wife, Jennie Connora Knapp. under 
the canal bridge in Liberty street, Cin- 
cinnati, and threw htT into the canal. 
In Indianapolis in July. 1895, I killed 
Ida Gebhard On December 22, I'JO:. 
I killed my wife, Annie Knapp, at !t39 
South Ponrth atreet. In Hamilton, and 
threw her Into the river out by Llti- 
denwald. This is the truth Altred 
Knapp," 

After hla confeaslon Albert A. Knapp 
admitted that he had repeatedly aa- 
saulted women, orimtnally and killed 
some of them. He said: 

"I mot tlie LIttloman rhlld in the 
lumber yard and choked her to death 
when she made an outcry. I went Into 
the room with the Bckert girl 
and aat down. She cried, and T 
strangled her with a towel and hurried 
fffim the house "I was mad at niy 
wife. Jennie Conners Knapp, when 1 
killed her. We were walking along 
Liberty atreet. I aat her doWn under 
the bridge, on pretext, and choked her 
to death, I deny that I poisoned her. 
I never tild any one I did. AfKT she 
waa dead I threw the body into the 
eanal. Ida Oebhard I killed, but my 
mind ia not clear as to what I did. 

"I cannot tell what made me kill 
these peoiile I could not help If, Some 
kind of a dcsiri^ to kill took hold of 
me, and I c{)uld not rnslst the tempta- 
tion to kill. I am aorry for my Crimea, 
but now I hope tbey will be easy with 
ma." 

A Moral Pervert. 
Aftr-r the confessic^n a formal Charge 
of murder In the first degree waa filed. 
Attorney C. B. Tenney of Cincinnati 

was allowed to see Knapp. and told 
him to make no further statement, 
Knapp was sui prised that liLs pi'ople 
had secured a lawyer for him. Knapp 
talka much of the Pearl Bryan mur- 
der and la afraid of being lynched. 
Despite asBumnces of no danger of 
lynchin,!;, he is frii;!;tf'nod and does 
not want to be taken from the county 
jail 

Dr. C. N. Huaton, a local phyalclan, 
examined Knapp and aald: "Knapp la 

beyond d.iubt a moral pervert, a de- 
generate of the pronouneed type, but 
there is no nucstion aa to his sanity 
and legal responsibility. His nervous 
ayatem la normal, the reHexea reapond- 
Ing naturally, the pupils of his eyes 
were normally susceptible tn light, 
and there Is no Insanity or epilepsy 
in bia family. He haa three sisters, 
one of whom is separated from her 
husband, but all are reasonably Intellt- 
gent. Knapp himself la of a low order 
of IntclIlKence, but capable of rduca- 
lion. He haa eapacity to plan and ex- 
ecute a erIaM. In a word, lie la a plain 
pervert." 

Sent Up for Burglary. 
Terre Haute. Ind., Feb. 26.— Alfred 
Knapp. who confeaaed to five murders 
at Hamilton, O., formerly lived here 
He was sent to t!u' p"nltc:itlary for 
one year in 18iil for burglary His first 
wife was Miss Emma Stubba, a 17- 
yearold girl, whom be married about 
188S. After living with bIm a few 
months she left blm and secured % di- 
vorce.

Cincinnati. Feb. 26.— This city was 
visited by the most (Jcatructlve (Ire in 
Ita history. At an early Iiour flames 
ware discovered in the cellar at 
0«orge Joffee'a grocery in the Flke 
balldfng on Ponrth street, between 
Vlnr and TA'aliiiit Soon after the flre 
department had playc^d on the build- 
ing It was thought that the flames 
ware under control. But an nour 
later, howerer, there was an explo- 
sion, supposed to como from liquors 
In storage, and the flames soon after- 
ward shot up through the roof of the 
siz-story stone-front building, and from 
that time on for several houra the flre 
was beyond control. The Pike build- 
ing was totally destroyed, IncIudinR 
the ofllceH of the United States Kx- 
press company, the Adams Express 
company. White's restaurant (owned 
by Maynard & Kerr), Oeorge Joftee's 
grocery. John B. .Martin's restaurant. 
Empsons ronfcctlont-ry, the cigar 
store of Henry Strauss, and the offices 
of the Pike Theater company on the 
first floor; the Plka Theater audito- 
rium and greenrooms and other ouices 
o nthe second floor, and all the ofnces 
on the third, fourth and fifth floors. 
The Seasongood building, adjoining 
the Pike buiidlng on the west, at the 
comer of Vine and Fourth, was badly 
(lamatPd. 

The bulldlnK adjoining the Pike 
building on the east, owned by the L.. 
B. Harrison estate and occupied by the 
Robart Clarke company, publishers, 
-and Ouhme Brothers, Jeweler*, on the 
first floor, and others in the upper sto- 
ries, was totally destroyed. The Fos- 
dick- building, east of the Robert 
Clarke company tnd Duhme Brothers, 
and occupied by the Norfolk ft West- 
em railroad and others, was badly 
damaged, while the Carlisle building, 
occupied by the Southern Facitic rail- 
way, il. Smith ft Sons and the Cincin- 
nati Trust company on the first floor 
and rory many ofllces on the other five 
floors, were slightly damaged. 
Rear Walla Fell. 

The front stone walls of the Pike 
building and those of the adjoining 
structures, occupied by Robert Clarke 
& Co. and the Duhme Brothers Jewelry 
store, and of the Seasongood building 
stood the heat and did not tail. The 
rear walls of these stractures, how- 
ever, which were of brick, gave way 
with the failing floors. The flre swept 
across the alley known as Bsker 
street and burned the large pobUsblng 
house of the Amerlcaa Book company 
at the corner of Baker street and other 
property along Maker street. Including 
the large box fae ory of Zumblel & 
Co., the carpenter shop of Henry Behr- 
ens, and did great damage to the Beil 
Telephone building, so that all tele- 
phones In the city were out off for 
some time. 

Captain J. C. Orannan. tbe well- 
known superintendent of the detective 
bureau, who was asleep In his ofllce 
on 'the third floor, was awakened and 
escaped In his night clothes. He lost 
all the records of ]iis olflce and every- 
thing be had. Nothing was saved from 
the upper floors of the Pike building, 
even from the rooms of tbe theater 
company. 

As it is known that about 20 pc^ople 
sleep In the Pike building, there were 
at first reports that several lives bad 
been lost, but none of these reports 
have been confirmed. There were 
nuuny narrow scapes. Night watch- 
men saved many lives by entering the 
building and forcing their way through 
the so&oke and rescuing lodgers. 

Tbe Pike Theater btiildlng was to- 
tally destroyed by flre In 1866. and it 
narrowly escaped total destruction on 
March 30, 1902, when there was a Sun- 
day aattnee Id progress, but no tires 
ifW lost iB any of tbe flres. AfUr 
the fire of lait year the interior of the 
Pike was remodel^ and the theater 
redecorated and refurnished at an ex- 
pense of sveral thousand dollars, over 
|1,S00 worth of gold leaf alone being 
used In the decorations. The scenery 
Ud costumes used by the Pike stock 
eompsny ' during the season, which 
elosed last Saturday night, valued at 
aboBt |lb,OPO, were stored ia the opera 
hottsa.

The committee recently sppointed to 
take up the question of atrsiat improve- 
ments, and which represents the varions 

interests of the city, held its first meeting 
laat night. A deep interest was mani< 
feeted in the contemplated work by al 
present, and a good start waa made to ko 
at the matter in a buaineas like way 
The membara of tha oommnlttee were all 
present with the exception of two or 
three who bad other important buaineaa 
that kept them away, and these sant as» 
aurancea of their hearty cooperation. 

The meeting waa called to order by 
Mayor Stallcup, who atated ita object 
He expressed gratification at the inter 
est manifested by ao large an attendance. 
He said the city was in a position he 
thought to take up the work of street 
improvements, and to expend at least 
tlOO,000 for this purpose. He had se- 
lected the committee without any knowl- 
edue as to the views of tha individual 
members on the snbject, and he hoped 
that if any one had any objection to the 
movement that thoir objections would be 
expressed fully and frankly, ao that the 
views could be met in the proper way 
Whatever the committee should recom- 
mend most be such as to meet the ap 
proval of the people, becauae any propo- 
aition looking to the improvement of the 
atreats would have to be submitted to 
popolar vota, and ba raHilad by two 
tbirda majority. 

On motion of Mr. Duley, the Mayor 
was nnanlmoualy eleetad Ohairmao, and 
on motion of Ur. Eitel, City Attorney 
Wood waa choaen Secretary, with the 
membera of the preaa as aaaiatants. 

Mr. Charles D. Pearce waa called on 
and expressed hearty sympathy with the 
movement, and told of the experience of 
other cities along this line. He said the 
first and most importune thing to do is 
to have a competent engineer to make a 
snrvej of the streets, establish grades 
andasosirtala Joat what woald ba neces- 
sary to inanre perfect drainage. With- 
out perfect drainage, it would be a use- 
leas expaodltHN to maka Improved 
streets. 

Following this thsre was a general dis- 
cussion of the subject, many expressing 
their views as to tha kind of streets that 
should ba constructed. M. F. Marah of- 
fered a motion that the Secretary corre- 
spond with the authorities of cities that 
have modem straata, asciartaln tha kind 
of streets they have made, oost eon- 
struction, cost of keeping up^repalrs since 
reconstructed, their present condition
